—How Thty are tollecl»d—Dlvcri at 
Great Phydcnl Strength — Ai-tlnclnl 
Bpongo* •• au Industry and 111 Pro- 
tvctian. 
The principal places from whloh sponjw 


are exported are situated in the eastern por- 
tion of the Mediterranean. The only excep- 
tion is the Bahamas, in tho West Indlas. The 
Bahama sponges, however, are the poorest 
In quality which reach tho market. 
The 


sponge of Tunis, from theextreme reilstnno* 
of Its tissue, is an article of general utility 
for It can be put to tho commonest use. Th» 
most valuable sponges, however, aro thosa 
wnloh oomo from the coast of Syria and to* 
Greek Arohlpnlago. 


The depth of the water beneath which It Is 


found has a great Influence on tho quality of 
the iponge. That which is gathered on a 
rocky or sandy bottwa is much superior to 
tnat winch grown upona muddy ground. The 
best Tuuto sponges are of the former charac- 
ter, and MO principally found near Kerfceai 
and ontna rooks of tho little island ot Komon. 
Us. The Inferior quality comes from the 
Gulf of Cabea, whoro tho bottom is muddy 
and those have unhealthy-looking rod roots. 
In & natural condition, tho Tunis sponge la 
black and covered with a viscous matter 
which forms tho polyp of tho soonge aad 
contains a considerable quantity of sand and 
mud. 


In the Tunisian waters tho spoago-flshery 


fs carried on most actively nnd profitably 
during tho months of December, January and 
February. The late autumnal storms have 
by that time cleared tbo i-pon^cs of the sea- 
weeds and other plants win eh noucoal them, 
and the eye can easily detect them. It Is 
considered, calm wenlli.-r a::d ,i transparent 
sea being indospnnalbk-, that u.,t mine than 
forty-five days cim be -n :u ltd ui»>u each 
Boaaon.

taiuucl, tho statement may be fairly be made 
thut there now about 355,814 or over one-third 
of a million Smiths in England and Wales.

Wuhss than there nro people inDublm—indeed 
excluding London, there are only four towns 
in thoUuited Kingdom—namely, Birmingham, 
Glasgow, Liverpool and Manchester—contain- 
ing moro people than thoro aro Smiths, while, 
twenty-six out of tho fifty-two counties ol 
England anil Wale?, or ono-half, havo fewer 
people than the immortal house of Smith has 
ropresentives.—[Chambers Journal. 


The Largest Centre-Boarder. 


What will be tho largest centre-board sail- 


Ing schooner in the world is in the course oi 
construction at Waldoboro, Mo. Tho vessel 
will be completed some time in October and 
will be employed in tho coal-carrying trade 
between Baltimore. Her registered tonnage 
will bo 1,800 tons and she will moasure 253 
feet on the keel, 50 feet In breadth and 21 feet 
in depth. In hor construction there will be 
used 450 tons of white oak from Virgiuia, 
800,000 foot of hard pine from Georgia and 
175 to 20 i tons of iron. The outside planking 
will be six inches thick from the keel to the 
top and tho inside ceiling will bo from ten to 
fourteen inches In thickness. Two full decks 
will run tho entire length of the vessel and 
thoro will be nino hatches. 
All the spars, ol 


which thoro will be five, will bo built of Ore- 
gon pine, the lower masts being 115 feet lonn 
and tho topmasts fifty-six.—[Mull and Ex.

file Stone Made Fa«li lon«bl« By the 


Duke of Connaiight. 


That tho Uuko of Connaught gave his bride 


a cat's-eye ring as an engagement token was 
enough, to make the stone fashionable and to 
Increase Its value greatly. 


Tho demand soon extended to Ceylon, 


where tho true chryeoberyi oat's-eye Is found, 
and stimulated tho search for it there. In 
the chrysoboryl cat's-eye the effect is tho re- 
sult of a twinning of the crystal or of a 
deposit between its crystalline layers of other 
minerals in microscopic illusions. 


If the stone be out across these layers, en 


eabochonl or carbuncle cut, as it is called, a 
bright line of light will be condensed on the 
dome-like top of the stone. 


They are superb gems, weighing from 1 to 


100 caw ts each, ranking next to the sapphire 
in hardness. 


They gavu a great surprise to the gem deal- 


ers, for it was found that tho darker leaf- 
groou, or ohvo green stones possessed the 
wonderful dichroitic property of changing to 
columbine rod by artificial light, tho green 
being entirely subdued and the red predomi- 
nating, and, in fact, were alexandritus, a gem 
n Inch had formerly been found only iu Si- 
beria, and even there of poor quality, though 
in large crystals, a perfect gem of one carat 
beiii^ a great rarity. 


Here, however, flue gems, rarely under 


four carats, were found, and an exceptional 
ono weighed sixty-seven caruts.

be numbered among the mot.t remarkable of 
known gums.

Butthegrcnt majority of these 
also hold to the trident, which they use with 
extraordinary cleverness. 


Tha Island of Kali m no, on tho southwestern 


coast of Asia Minor, between Cos and Lores, 
contains a population of about twelve thou- 
sand, all the adult males being engaged 
in the sponge-fishery. Thoy leave the island 
In May, and return in September at tho latest. 
The islanders at Kalimno exercise their pro- 
fession ol sponge-fishers off tho shore of tho 
*^*wj* -<iWtoeV; ana speofaUy ol Knoo.es, ol 
Crete, of the whole extent of Syria, of tho 
Island of Ruad, and flually ol Tunis, where 
their vessels are so large aad so well manned 
that thoy drive the Arabs and Sicilians com- 
pletely out ol the field. 


Thoy take the sponges back to Kalimno, 


where they are sold, tha council of the island 
constituting a court which decides all differ- 
ences between fishermen, captains, proprie- 
tors, merchants and retail purchasers. The 
Kalimniotes usually flsh at a depth of from 
fifteen to twenty feet; below this there are 
no sponges which possess any commercial 
value. 


The divers have to be mon of adult age and 


of groat physical strength; they can in no 
case remain al the maximum depth of twenty 
feet for more than two mlnutos. They select 
the good from among tho bad sponges by 
touch, tearing away those whloh seem to be 
tho best and placing thorn in a pouoh fastened 
around the neck. Quite recently a new meth- 
od has been adopted, the wearing of a water- 
tight diving dress called a " scaphandro," 
made of metal and provided with glass win- 
dows ; In this dress men are able to remain 
at the bottom of the sea for two or three 
hours ond collect the sponges at their ease. 


The Kalimniote fisherman are in the habit 


ol dividing the sponges which they sell into 
three classes- those of fluo quality, those 
which are large in size, and those which are 
inferior in quality, which they call tslmouehes. 
The Island possesses two hundred vessels on. 
gaged In thi» industry. The Kolimniotos flnd 
that the largest and most delicate sponges 
are discovered on the coast of the littlo Island 
of Stombalia, off Amorgo, and on one or two 
spot* on the African littoral. The second 
quality are those of Crete, of Bengazi, of 
Rhodes, and of Syria, The sponges of tho 
Kalimniotes flnd their way into almost all the 
markets of the world. England Is the largest 
consumer and Francs, Germany, Busla, 
Austria, and Italy follow. 


An industry in artificial sponges is in pro- 


cess of creation. M. Oscar Sehmidt, Profes- 
sor at the University of Grsetz, In Styria, has 
Invented a method by which pieces of living 
sponge are broken off and planted In a favor- 
able spot. From very small cuttings of the 
kind Prof. Schmidt has obtained large spon- 
ges In the course of three years, and at a very 
small expense. Ono of his experiments gave 
the result that the cultivation of 4,000 sponges 
had not cost more than 225 francs, including 
the Interest for three years on the capital ex- 
pended. The Austro-Hungarian Government 
has been so much struck with the importance 
of theso experiments, that it has officially 
authorized the protection of this new indus- 
try on the coast of Dalmat!a.[Chambor3' 
Journal.

Mr. Eugene 1C. Camp, who has collected the 


statistics for America on this point, says that 
the entire cost of all news used hi the papers 
In thU country is $20,055,000 per year. This 
Is curiously divided. 


The special bureaus, which are principally 


located io New York, with the right to look 
over the proofs every night of some of the 
morning papers, cost $346,000. Thls.is divided 
among 100 of tho leading provincial papers. 


The business of the Associated Press now 


amounts to $1,250,000 yearly, and that ot the 
United Press foots up to $450,000. These two 
•urns, with tho special outlay lor telegraph 
tolls outside of the organizations, places tho 
total to allthe papers of $1,63(1,000 for this de- 
partment. In addition to this there are to be 
reckoned the special services of professional 
correspondents in adjacent towns and impor- 
tant centers, whose salaries aggregate $1,000.- 
000 beside. 


This makes the total cost of all the service 


about $2,880,000 per annum. In the larger 
cities of the union It costs all the way from 
$400 to $2,200 a week for the working up of 
local districts. Mr. Camp reckons this yearly 
expense at about $15,600,000. 


This is a correct analysis of the expense in 


collecting news and the proportion in which 
one branch ot tho gervloe Is related to the 
other. There are three lines on which this 
work proceeds-the gathering of news by tho 
local reporter, the use of the telegraph, and 
the speotal correspondent. Xaoh method 1> 
olosely related to the other.

ter of news. Every effort Is mad* to get the

Big. B. llarghiera, tho well-known arclifBol- 


ogist, discovered and explored a hermetically 
scaled cave, at an elevation of nearly 4,000 
feet on tlio eastern side of the Biorra Madro 
mountains in Mexico, about 200 miles south 
of Doming, botwoen Coralitos aud 
Cuau 


Graudo, about two years ago. Tho floor was 
nearly smooth, the sides rough nnd rugged, 
and the vault covered with stalactites. In the 
far cud of tho cavern wero found four dcshle- 
catod human bodies. 


Tho bodies woro In a sitting posturo, with 


tho hands crossed on tlio breast, and tho 
knees approaching tlio chin, with tho head iu- 
ellned forward. Thoy woro carefully shrouded 
in. their burial garments, and placed facing 
tho rising sun. The male and female wore 
seated Bide by side. The elder ohild, a boy, 
was at tho right Bide of the father, and tlis 
younger child, a girl, at the loft of tho mother. 
In addition to tho funeral shrouds, tllo little 
girl was enveloped In tho skin of an animal, 
similar to tho method usod In tho Island of 
Puerto Ventura, tho bettor to preserve lu 
tendoi frame. 


No embalming process was used in the pres- 


ervation of theso bodies. They woro drlod by 
tho air alone. Tho bodies aro not Ilko those 
of tho Indians of tho present day, because the 
fingers and hands and foot ore smaller than 
the average, and tho woman's hair m brown 
and silken and of tho Caueasslan type. Tho 
body of tho man must have weighed In life 
from 180 to 200 pounds, but it now weighs 
only 14 pounds, while tho body of tho woman 
weighs only 12 pounds. In the lobo of each 
of the small aad woll-proportlonod ears Is a 
piece of hollow bamboo or reed aa an orna- 
ment. The woman had a large forehead and 
well-developed reasoning powers. 


The littlo boy weighs but three pounds and 


tho girls only four and a half pounds. 


The burial shrouds on tho bodies are com- 


posed chiefly of cotton, hair, hide, grasses, 
and tho bark of willows. 


Tho bodies may now bo seen at tho rooms of 


tho Stato Mining Bureau,— [San Francisco Ex- 
aminer.

In respect to tho data on which this 


table has boon compiled, 1 bog to say, with 
regard to the rates of wages, that they 
have been averaged from a compilation of 
the figures given in tho larger number of 
establishments treated in Volume XX of 
the United States Census, those of which 
I havo had some knowledge myself as to 
their having been in continuous operation 
throughout tho period treated or else 
such as from the nature of the work must 
have been fully employed throughout tho 
whole period, being selected for tho pur- 
pose. 
The rates aro doubtless some- 


what lower than would 
be 
shown 


by a compilation 
of 
figures 
given 


by mechanics themselves engaged in 
analogous trades. This would always be 
tho case if the wages of mechanics who 
aro permanently employed in connection 
with factories wore compared with those 
whoso work is transient and not continu- 
ous throughout the year, owing to tho 
nature of the occupations, as in the build- 
Ing trades. The rates of wages havo also 
been compared with those computed on 
special investigations made on my own 
behalf, from typical establishments in the 
state of Massachusetts, which I know to 
be correct. 


With respect to prices I had myself 


made averages of prices 
from data 


obtained by myself before Volume XX of 
tho census was issued; and by comparing 
my own data with those of the census, I 
was ablo to verify the prices given in that 
volume for tho eastern utates. Tho num- j 
bor of portions assigned to 800 days' work 
of course assumes continuous work, like 
that of tho factory, which runs every 
working day iu the year, omitting Sundays 
and holidays, customarily computed at 
800 days. 


The computation of money or currency 


per capita is as accurate as the official 
data of the Mint and of tho treasury de- 
partment will permit.

Listen to what one of 
the best authorities says on this subject: 


"Toll a laboring man that three-fourths of 


his weight is water, and that to restore tho 
day's waste bo has to take food, three-fourth* 
of which must be water, and tha remainder 
flesh forming, heat giving and bone making 
substances, ho will understand the case bet- 
ter. Give him a table of foods, analyzed to 
show just how much heat giving, flesh form- 
ing and mineral matter there is in each food, 
and ho will soon take as deep an interest in 
•what bo eats because of its worth to him as 
because of its tasto. When he finds oat—as 
ho can in half an hour—that only 24 parts in 
every 100 of butchers' meat count as flesh 
formers, the rest being water, but that from 
75 to BO parts out of every 100 in dried peas, 
beans, oat and wheat meals and cheese aro 
nutritious and only 10 to 25 parts waste 
water, he from that moment begins to use 
bis common sense in feeding as he does In 
earning his living. Tho popular -ruta Is; 
Never pay any heed to the feeding valao of 
our diet; let us cultivate a glorious igno- 
rauee of the purpose of foods and go in might 
and main for palate ticklers.

Candy Making In Chicago. 


"See, this girl is dipping violet creams," 


said tho dealer, pausing before a dark haired 
Italian lass, who was deftly lifting halved 
walnut meats with a long handled fork and 
dipping them into a lavender tinted decoc- 
tion. "Violets have been utilized as a flavor 
but a short tune in this country," he con- 
tinued. "The flavor is in great demand. So 
are the crystallized violets, and they are how 
supplied in such quantities that the price is 
dropping considerably. Sugared rose leaves 
do not find the sale that violets do. 


"This is the way all fine goods are fin- 


ished," said ho, pointing to some shallow 
pans in which were cream almonds and other 
fine candies. "After they ore made they are 
laid in clear syrup for tenor twelve hours. 
That gives them sparkle. Pistache nuts are 
oneol the most expensive commodities of 
the confectioner's line. 
They come from 


Bpcin. We have to have the best and purest 
of everything, or we can't turn out first 
class goods. Confectioners' sugar itself is 
the purest known and most free from 
muriatic acid and tin. See, it is very coarse," 
and hs took up a handful from a convenient 
barrel. "When it sparkles like this you can 
depend upon its purity, and the more it 
snorkles the purer it is. A good many kinds 
of small, hard candies have been introduced, 
owing'* the fashion of carrying bonboniero 
boxes. They are called 'dew drops," 'church 
drop-:,' 'infant's tears,' tnd other appropriato 
names. This sort of confectionery goes to 
church and to tho theatre. It's a solace dur- 
ing a bad piece or a dull sermon. The candy 
of tho future, however, is tho cream bonbon. 
It has supplanted all other 'kinds already. 
Something new is mode in it every day. 
There's a fortune in making something new 
A few years ago a Philadelphia womafl 
mixed up a batch of black walnut molasses 
candy. It went like wildflre. She got rich 
out of her black walnut taffy."—Chicago 
Herald.

There was quite a big crowd at Ihe Opera 


House on Mondav evening. The scats in 
(lie body of Ihe room were all filled, aud the 
galleries were also used to accommodate a 
portion of tbe audience. In the rear of the 
seats several groups of men and boys were 
gathered. Some thirty or more Democrats 
and a short-hand reporter occupied the stage. 


At 8 o'clock Mr. Thomas Patlon, proprie- 


tor of the Bristol House, and Chairman of 
the Democratic Committee, arose, and an- 
nounced that John C. Stuckcrt, Esq., had 
consented to act as chairman of the meeting. 
John is not very active in political matters 
now-a-d.iys, finding, lu lie snys, that as a 
business politics is not as remunerative as 
practising law. 
Ife, however, made a little 


speech, which could not be heard by at least 
half the audience, am', introduced the lion. 
(Jcorpo HOSH as the fis.1 jpeaker of the even- 
ing. 
Mr. lloss was evidently pleased to see 


a good sized audience before him. He refer- 
red to the matter several limes, as if he had 
not been iu the habit of speaking to such 
during tlie present campaign. 
We are glad 


that Goorge was pleased, for George is Bucks 
county's favorite Democratic son, and Bris- 
tol Democrats rejoice when they can gain 
the approbation of their distinguished leader. 


Il did not take Mr. Ross long to reach the 


subject of the tariff in his speech. He began 
by saying that he was not in favor of Free 
Trade. Neither, said he, was the Democrat- 
ic platform in favor of Free Trade ; nor was 
the President's message last December in 
favor of Free Trade ; nor were Democrats, 
generally, in favor of Free Trade. Having 
said this much, he then advocated the ad- 
mission of wool into this country free of du- 
ty, also of lumber, of salt, and other arti- 
cles. He neglected to mention rice or sugar, 
articles that now pay heavy duties, but as 
they are produced in the Southern States 
George forgot to mention them tuis year. 
Four years ago, when George was the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Congress, he made a 
speech in Bristol and was especially solici- 
tous that the tax should be taken from sugar. 
The exemption of sugar from tariff duties 
then was dwelt upon so strongly that free 
sugar appeared to be Mr. Ross' favorite 
hobby. 
He has evidently changed his mind 


since then. This year he is in favor of pro- 
tecting the Southern planter and ruining 
the Northern wool-grower and the Northern 
lumberman. 


"The Tariff is a tax on the consumer," 


said Mr. Ross. 
"Go to England," said he, 


"and buy cloth for $10 j at New York pay a 
duty of $5 on it and the cost then becomes 
$16. 
The consumer has to pay it." "The 


rich man's cloth is taxed CO cents a yard," 
said George, "and the poor man's cassimere 
$1.50." Is it so? We have taken the trou- 
ble to inquire 


Mr. James Wright, of Bristol, deals ia 


material for clothing, 
Ife says he sells first- 


class all wool cloth manufactured in this 
country for from 75c. to 85c. a yard, and an 
imported cloth of good quality for $1.60. 
These figures obtained at a retail establish- 
ment at home show that Mr. Ross' argument 
that the tariff is a t-.x upon tbe consumer is 
not sound. 


The Government's blanket transaction is 


well known. The Government wanted 2,000 
blankets for the army. It advertised for 
them in a London paper and a New York 
paper. 
The English bid was $4,604, with- 


out any duty. 
Government can import for 


its own use without paying duty. 
The duty 


added would have made the blankets cost 
$7,520. If Mr. Ross' theory is correct, tho 
duty IS always ttjacil lu tto ooot, .„,! ihn 
American bid should have been exactly the 
same as the foreign bid with the duty added. 
But, as a matter of fact, $5,120 was the 
American bid, just $2,400 less than the 
foreign cost with the duty added; and the 
Government of the United States sent over 
to England to buy supplies in order to save 
30 cents on a pair of blankets. 
It will thus 


be seen that Mr. Ross' theory, whicli is the 
Democratic theory, that the consumer pays 
the lax, won't work, and that portion of his 
speech can be set aside without further illus- 
tration of its fallacy. 


George next evinced a great interest in 


the workingman. 
He always does when 


his name is on the ticket. The employment 
of an unnaturalized Hungarian to take care 
of his horses is a further proof of his regard 
in that direction. To George Ross a Hun- 
garian is as good as an Irishman, and infi- 
nitely superior to a colored man. He is 
willing that the Hungarian shall exercise 
rights of citizenship, while he has given his 
voice and vote agatost allowing the colored 
man to do so. His idea of the way to pro- 
tect the workingman appears to be to reduce 
the tariff on manufactured goods, thereby 
compelling American manufacturers to close 
their mills or reduce the wages of working- 
men. 
He said the subject of wages was 


merely a question of demand and supply, 
but he neglected to state how wages in the 
factory wduld be effected if that $1.60 a yard 
tax that he talked of was taken ofl! 
He 


failed to state how much a man would make 
if he was obliged to work on half time; he 
did not picture the luxury that would be 
found in the homes of the workmen if the 
nr'ls were closed and no other avenue for 
employment could be found. 


Mr. Hoss next talked about intimidation. 


He had likely been reading in The Record a 
lot of "rot" about "terrorized" voters in 
Bristol, and h j promised-that he would, if 
called upon, devote his time and energy in 
securing such men their rights. It is safe 
to say that his services will not be needed 
this campaign. 


Mr. Freed, the Democratic candidate for 


District Attorney, was introduced to the au- 
dieuce after Mr Ross had concluded. 
Mr. 


Freed struck several attitudes, explained 
why he could not be here when he was ad- 
vertised to appear, said nothing in relation 
to the issues of tbe campaign, but dwelt 
more at length on how he tal'ted to the 
Pennsylvania Dutch in the upper end in 
their native dialect—and sat down. 
Before 


half-past nine the meeting adjourned. 


In point of numbers the meeting was a 


success. The speeches were not up to the 
average, and a large portion of the audience 
who expected to hear an eloquent address 
were sadly disappointed. But little enthu- 
siasm was manifested, and if the bringing of 
Mr. Ross to Bristol was for the purpose of 
strengthening his canvas, it was a pro- 
nounced failure. 


A WORD TO FARMERS. 
MARRIED. 


Ihe Mills bill places on the free list wool, 


meat, flax, hemp, game, poultry and vegeta- 
bles. Should the Free Traders be endorsed 
at the coming election, grain will undoubted- 
ly be placed on the free list also. The favor- 
ite doctrine of the Free Traders i» that the 
necessaries of life must be cheapened to tho 
utmost. If it ii necessary to have free wool 
that we may have cheap clolliing, it is cer- 
tainly equally necessary lo have free wheat 
that we may have chcnp bread. 


Increased facilities for transportation Ihe 


world over have developed new grain fields 
and vast pasture lands for cattle in foreign 
countries, from which the American farmer 
must be protected, unless he is to share the 
Wte of the unhappy farmers of England and 
France. Millions of dollars have been re- 
cently spent in the construction of railroads 
in India to develop a vast wheat-growing 
country, where the laborers work for a few 
cents a day. 
TLe sumo is being done in 


Russia. America will never again have her 
former control of the wheat markets of Eu- 
rope. 
With grain on (he free list, we would 


find our markets flooded with Russian aud 
Indian wheat whenever the price hero was 
higher than in Europe, for the freight by 
sailing vessels from India is less than the 
charge by rail from Dakota. Gram would 
come as ballast without charge, as potatoes 
do now—to some extent—from Holland and 
Scotland and other places. 


Free wool means the destruclion of our 


flocks, for the freight from South America is 
less than that charged from Ihe western end 
of New York or Pennsylvania to New York 
city or Philadelphia. 


Under the Mills hill, Canada can pour her 


fruit and poultry and vegetables into onr 
market, while she insults our fishermen and 
deprives them of the simplest accommoda- 
tions on her own shores. 


The northern farmer sells abroad only 6 


per cent, of what he raises, for which ho 
must take prices in competition with the pro- 
ducers of all the world, after having paid 
freight on his produce to the foreign market. 
He sells 96 per cent, of what he raises to his 
home market, which is—thanks to prelec- 
tion—the best market in the world to sell to 
because of the diversified interests which 
have grown up under protection. 


The southern farmer, having no home 


market at his door, prefers to raise the one 
staple, cotton, wliich he sells abroad, and to 
buy in return his goods in foreign markets; 
hence tho Solid South demands Free Trade. 


Land in New England is mostly poor, but 


it brings fair returns through the markets in 
its midst, furnished by the mills and work- 
shops and protected industries of all kinds. 


Land in the South, although much richer 


naturally, than the New England soil, sells 
at low prices because of the absence of a 
home market for produce. 


Under the Protective policy, 9,500,000 


emigrants have arrived here since I860— 
themselves furnishing an immense home 
market exclusively for the American farmer. 


The celebrated Cobden Club of England, 


which is trying to open American markets to 
free English competition, has a maxim, "Di- 
vide and Conquer." Thus, wool is to be 
made free to-day, that the farmer may be 
deprived of his flocks and converted into a 
free-trader to demand free cloth and cheap 
clothing to-morrow; free cloth is to convert 
the mechanic and mill operator into free- 
traders, who in turn will demand free wheat 
and cheap flour. Thus is to be accomplished 
the destruction of Protection, with all its 
beneficent results. 


With the farmers of America rests the re- 


sponsibility of deciding on the Cih of No- 
vember the issue of the day—Free Trade or 
Protection.

Blr Hector Laugovln, tho 


Oanaaian minister of publlo works, and 
Sir John Thompson, minister of justice 
recently delivered political addresses lii 
tho province of Ontario, In which they 
plucked sundry feathers out of tho Amor- 
loan eagle's tall la rovongo for tho twist 
which Mr. Cleveland gavo to the caudal 
appendage of tho British lion; and ono 
was Just about aa much In earnest aa tlio 
other. 


Blr Hector exhorted his constituents to 


bo collected and clam whllo discussing 
President Cleveland's message, and gala 
they should not resent too much hard 
names and hard words spoken against 
Canada; but ho Intimated that tho sloop- 
lug lion might bo aroused, and then there 
would bo trouble. Sir John Thompson

_ "Iu a word, President Cleveland has 
lowered himself to tho level of tho sena- 
tors and has forgot'lli dignity, states- 
manship and overytluug else In an at- 
touipt to gain a party advantage over his 
opponents." 


When tho president wants to create a 


sensation he should havo tho claque bet- 
ter drilled. It has taken his foreign sup- 
porters some tlmo to grasp tho situation, 
and oven now The Whitehall Review 
shows that It has not thorouglily learned 
Its lossou, as it blurts out the truth too 
plainly and directly. Tho Canadian gen- 
try appreciate the situation much better, 
It would seem, as they whoop It up just 
enough to keep up interest in tho mes- 
sage. 


Hero at homo, however, the message 
has fallen very flat. Americans laugh and 
wink and say: "Pretty good political 
dodge," but they decline to believe that 
Mr. Cleveland's sudden conversion to 
Americanism is genuine, or that it Is In- 
tended to last longer than until the oven- 
Ing of the Oth of November.—Saa Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.

sound cnrreni-y caused a division; patriot- 
ism and conic ,011 business tense triumphed 
over prejudice and sectionalism, and for 
that time the division between tie parties 
was not OD 1 no Boctional line. But no 
sootier did tlie wise protective measures 
of Adiung and Clay, or the Improved cur- 
rency of the nationalists, or tbo restored 
prosperity on'lor the tariff of 1B42 demon- 
tttrato that freedom gained more by good 
government f ban by slavery. Tlien the 
fingered plantation lords again consoH- 
dated their jwwer and throwing tlieir 
whole weight, ono way, while tho north 
was divided, reversed the government 
policy. John C. Callioun, who began ills 
political coroc r an on avowed nationalist 
and protectionist, changed 
front in a 


day, as it woro, and devoted his talents to 
the creation of a purely southern party. 


Observe, however, that tlicro eJways 


were a few "white states" on the border, 
states whore slaves were few and the 
sentiment of freedom strong; in them 
were many national men, and thoso occa- 
sionally held Hway in their states. Dela- 
ware, for instance, gave a unanimous 
vote for the national constitution, and 
remained per listently national till after 
the war. 
North Carolina was also able 


to "think con'.inontolly," as Hamilton ex- 
pressed it, and did not yield till sur- 
rounded by secession states. Other states 
occasionally levelled against dictation; 
hut as a rule t ho lino of slavery's exten- 
sion was tind is in the lino of vigorous 
opposition to almost every policy that has 
made America strong and great. 


Observe how uniform this opposition 


has been and how foolish arc some of its 
manifestation!!. 
Froo common schools 


were supposed to bo a New England in- 
stitution, so 1 bo south refused for forty 
years to encourage them. New England 
inclined to naval enterprise and foreign 
trade, so the first southern administra- 
tions woro hostile to a navy, but at a 
later day their party churned to have al- 
ways been its special champions. Now 
England, led by Webster, opposed the 
first protective tariff, as her money was 
invested in shipping; so the Loundos- 
Calhoun tariit was supported by the 
Bouth. 
New England readily adapted 


herself to the ohongo and soon rejoiced in 
it; then the Colhouuites demanded the 
overthrow of t ho tarifl. The real trouble 
was, though politicians before Lincoln 
and Soward woro afraid to declare it, that 
there was a natural antagonism between 
slavery and freedom, and no wisdom of 
man could devise laws or systems which 
would bring equal prosperity to both. 


Verily the southern destructives had 


their reward. 
While cites grow and 


furnaces roared and spindles hummed 
north of the Votomac, south of It there 
was either slow progress or complete stag- 
nation. They saw it, and hated while 
they saw, and devised now measures and 
demanded moi o territory, and thus com- 
pleted the consolidation of their section. 
Contrast the two policies. In the states 
shown in tho diagram by wliito squares 
there was a pi osperity steadily increasing 
till it surpass< d all that tho world had 
ever seen; on tho other side there was de- 
nunciation, unreasonable complaints and 
demands, nullification, exclusion of north- 
ern papers from tho mails, secession and 
finally war. 
With emancipation there 


should have been a change of policies, 
but habits of mind often prevail over self 
Interest, and Most of tho southern states 
are still dominated by tho plantation 
lords. 


A ch uigo is in progress. Tho south is 


now in a transition state. There are cen- 
ters of manufacturing and mental activ- 
ity where tho national idea prevails over 
tho Coufederat o. And when such centers 
of thought bet omo dominant in a majority 
of the states, this issno will cease to be 
Important. 
Tlien, and not till then, it 


•pay bo wise to put tho south in control. 
Jut then it will bo impossible; for thcro 
will bo no solid south. For tho present, 
young voters, proud of your citizenship, 
look at tho fa< ts. Shall tho old anti-na- 
tional, anti-liberal plantation idea domi- 
nate? That is all there Is hi it. Unhap- 
pily our allies hi tho south are now out of 
tiio count. See to it that the solid south 
does not profit by suppressing them. 


In the diagram tho southern states are 


represented by black parallelograms, the 
northern by white. Whore the vote of a 
•tato was divided, the fact Is shown by 
making it a square. The states aroranged 
in tho order of their admission to tho 
Union (after tho original thirteen) without 
massing cither tho black or tho white to- 
gether.

Tho advance in tho price of wool within 


tho past month seems to make the Demo- 
crats believe that the country favors free 
wool.

THREE ENGLISH DIALECTS. 


Might n»ve Been—Influence* Which. 


Modify Our language. 


In a recently published work, Rev. Dr. 


Blceato, author of the only etymological dic- 
tionary of tho English language that boa 
any permanent scientific value, declares that 
the whole character of the language now 
ipoken In England and North America 
might have been changed if London had been 
founded north instead of south of tho 
Thames. 


The statement will not seem so strange 


when we recall the fact that London was the 
center of "literary English" during the form- 
ative period of what may bo called tho 
modern language. Before the beginning of 
that period, the dialects spoken north of the 
Thames, and now divided by students of 
Ensli»h into "Northern" end "Midland," dif- 
fered widely from the dialect of southern 
England—a dialect which became "literary 
English" even 1 of ore King Alfred's time. It 
is now generally known as "Anglo-Saxon," 
and with^he exception of a few fragments, 
glosses and inscriptions, the entire remains 
of English literature 
< p to the time of the 


Norman conquest are written In it. 


These three dialects of spoken English have 


been greatly multiplied since the English 
stock has been scattered over the world, and 
in spite of printing and rules of pronuncia- 
tion this multiplication must go on. The 
laws of languages, so far as they have been 
observed, seem to make it impossible that the 
same language should be spoken in our terri- 
tory of Alasko and in the English provinces of 
Australia. From Alaska to the tropics, from 
the tropics to tho South Pole, written Eng- 
lish is the some language, but the real lan- 
guage is the spoken sound, not the written 
symbol Subjected to different influences of 
locality and climate, the language adapts it- 
self to them. The samo written English 
word will convey the idea to the braiu of 
the Englishman in Calcutta that it does to 
tbo American in Sitka, but if our colony in 
Sitka becomes a permanent American settle- 
ment, and Calcutta remains under English 
control long enough to develop an English 
stock native to India through a dozen gener- 
ations, tho wiitten symbol will stand for 
widely different sounds. This is a probabil- 
ity so strong that it may almost be stated 
without qualification.

is pronounced by educated men 111 London, 
New York and New Orleans is already so 
plain as to ratable the Londoner, tbe New 
Yorker and tho native of Now,Orleau8 to de- 
tect each other at once—something that 
could not be prevented by any amount of 
study they might mutually devote to the

SIGNATURE AND SPACE. 


Shall the Newspaper Article Bo Signed? 


Effects of tho Space System. 


Space writing makes newspaper work a 


vast gamble; there is always the alluring 
vision of a "big story" to-morrow, which 
justifies the extravagant expenditure of 
today. There is nothing more calculated to 
demoralize a man than a constantly varying 
income. It is all very well for moralists to 
claim that tho worker should calculate upon 
the minimum, it Is not in human nature to 
do so. Tho cases whero a space worker man- 
ages to save any money aro very rare, while 
the salaried man, whoso weekly pay may not 
bo so large as the average of the space worker, 
In nine roses out of ten has a snug bank ac- 
count. Besides demoralizing tho men, the 
spaco system directly injures the papers them- 
selves. A salaried man has very little tempta- 
tion to enlarge upon tho facts, his effort is not 
to mako a long story in order to lengthen his 
string, but only to mako a good one, that ho 
may strengthen his hold upon the paper. The 
salaried man is rarely a "fakir," tho space 
worker has every temptation to be. Of tho 
padded stories and sloppy writing which tho 
space system encourages, there is no need to 
speak; we havo to suffer more and more from 
it every day. 


The vast injustice of tho space system is 


that it makes no distinction as to quality, 
hut only regards quantity. One result is 
that every live newspaper has each day pre- 
pared as much again copy as can be used, 
and in every office ono or more men are em- 
ployed for tho sole purpose of destroying tho 
labor of other men. For obvious reasons it is 
almost impossible for a man in the office to 
understand thoroughly every story which 
passes under his blue pencil, and as a natural 
result " copy chopping " is rarely done very 
judiciously. Again, there is very littlo in- 
ducement for a man to moke a story good, 
Duless at the same time he can make it long. 
A column is a column whether it be brilliant 
or dull. 


If, as many editors claim, it is impractica- 


ble to do away with tbe space system, signa- 
ture could be brought in with good effect to 
modify it and lessen its Injustice. If the 
copy reader was empowered to attach the 
signature of the writer to a meritorious 
article, it would furnish on inducement for 
better writing and more accurate work. It 
would enable a conscientious man to build up 
a reputation for himself outside of the paper 
on which ho is employed. It would be, at 
least, a recognition of good work. There are 
very few men who would be willing to seo 
their signatures [appended to statements 
which they know to be false or to writing 
which they know to be sloppy. Tho benefit 
would be mutual to the paper and tho writer. 
—Tho Journalist.

IN THE ETERNAL CITY. 


A Disappointed Tonrlst in Rome—The Ro- 


man and tho Greek. 
It was not uulike a shock of pain or disap- 


pointment when for the first time I threaded 
my way through the Roman streets, passed 
out into tho Forum and wandered around tho 
Coliseum. Bo dingy and denuded did tbe 
relics of old Rome appear to me that they 
were more like the few brown bones which 
tho spade of the sexton has just thrown up 
by the side of n reopened gravo. I have never 
seen a place where the remains were so few 
and tho suggestions of what was lost were so 
many. Rome looked like a place which first 
had been a cradle and afterwards had been 
turned into a grave. 


It seemed as if everything had been born 


there, everything had grown old there, every- 
thing bad died there, and everything had 
been buried there. 
Rome is the city of the 


Holy Sepulchre. 
At Jerusalem pilgrim) 


visit the spot where Christ was once laid. At 
Rome we seem to visit the shrine where old 
Time himself had been buried. Under this 
head I may briefly note down a few first im- 
pressions. 


It was said that Augustus found Rome of 


brick and left it of nmrSIe. It might be 
added that the Goths, tha popes and the 
nobles found Rome of marble and left it of 
brlctc, so completely have these despoiling 
powers peeled off the beautiful white flesh 
and left Rome like a body, brown, shapeless 
and divested of every trace of her former 
loveliness. But the Romans themselves pre- 
pared tho way for this desolation. Their par- 
simony brought its own punishment. For 
parsimony, wo must remember, is a sin fol- 
lowed up by its special retribution, quite aa 
much as prodigality. The men of Rome- 
hard, practical and utilitarian—wero as pe- 
nurious in all works of art as they wero 
shamefully extravagant in all pursuits 
of physical enjoyment. Even in the use 
of tho cheap travertine stone they were 
ridiculously stingy. 
But when it come 


to marble they were by necessity aa 
well as by nature most economical in the uso 
of it. Athens had a whole mount of marble 
at Her back door, and couia liow uuu or 
Pentolius all the shrines and statues sho 
wanted. Rome hod almost tho same advan- 
tages; for it can hardly be urged as an apol- 
ogy for the city on the Tiber, that she was at 
a distance from the mountains of Luna and 
the great quarries of Carrara, when wo re- 
member that an easy waterway was ever 
open between the shores of Liguria and the 
foot of tho Palatine; and when wo remember, 
moreover, how no obstacles wore allowed to 
remain between the Roman and tho object 
of his ambition or his appetite—both of 
which he was ready to gratify at an un- 
bounded price. 


But when it comes to works of taste the 


Roman betrayed his true nature. With him 
nothing was too much when lavished on bod- 
ily gratification, nothing was too little when 
(pent on art. The Athenian built his temples 
worthily of the gods in solid blocks of mar- 
ble, in unmeasured splendor, giving to the 
deities what cost him something. The Roman, 
whon ho came to raise his temples, was con- 
tent to make them of brick or stucco or cheap 
stone, and then to sheathe these in a thin eat- 
ing of marble. When, therefore, the destroy- 
ing hands of Goth or tiie Gothic bands of later 
Roman nobles, such as the Colonnas, the 
Faraese and the Borgheso families, were laid 
upon the ancient edifices, it was an easy task, 
as well as a great temptation, to remove 
these light coats of marble and to inveS 
their rising palaces with such apparel of 
many colors as the marbles of old Rome pre- 
sented, ready made, to their rapacious bands. 
Had the men of Rome followed the example 
of tho men of Athens, and dedicated to their 
divinities a few sanctuaries of solid marble, 
they would have left behind them such mon- 
uments as would have defied tbe assaults of 
later generations, and would havo com- 
manded at this day the wonder of tbe world. 
—H. Bernard Carpenter in Boston Globe.

In the early times, that is. half a century 


ago and more (for the magnificent empire 
beyond tho Alleghany mountains is the child 
of but two generations), tho west, especially 
on the frontier, was the Mecca of two classes 
of men from the older sections of the coun- 
try—the great army of hardy pioneers, who 
(ought homes for their families, and the few 
who, 
being "off color" in tho east, found resi- 


dence more convenient in newly settled 
towns, whero the people were too busy to 
care as much for the antecedents as for the 
presents acts of their neighbors. Among the 
latter were many of the so called "ohaf 
acters" who, rather than tho average, evwy 
day citizen, made for the west its popular 
reputation, but not its real character. 


Many of these restless, erratic geniuses 


drifted into journalism, and the frontier 
newspapers they made, 
often written 


and printed under great difficulties, pos- 
sessed tho merit of having at least a positive 
and unmistakable individuality. They wer* 
crude in stylo and in moral tone as well a» 
in mechanical construction, it is true, for tbo 
picket line of civilization is not generally in 
its surroundings and associations favorable 
to the attainment of literary excellence or 
nice ethical distictious, although some of the 
editors were men of good education; but the 
papers wero made for a constituency that was 
as peculiar in its tastes as it was independent 
in its habits of thought, and cared lesii for 
the form than for tbe substance at what it 
read. 


The frontier journal no longer exists, ex- 


cept at a few remote points in some of the 
territories to which tho railroads have not 
as yet penetrated, bat it has left its impress 
upon the character of Its more mature and 
polished successors.—Z. L. White in Har- 
per's Hagaziue.

Indeed, there 
is 'nothing, down to the amount of rope and 
painting and tor, which the company cannot 
calculate to the utmost nicetj in its office— 
and the law of averages always brings their 
calculations out correct—Chicago News. 


Tbo Curious Blanistee Fish* 


The manistee is a fish of the size of the 


sturgeon, found only in tbe Manistee river, in 
Florida. It is sightless, but acute of hearing, 
BO that it con discern the approach of an 
enemy at a distance of a mile or more and 
seek safety in the reeds or shoals along tho 
banks. It is speared by the negroes, by whom 
it is highly prized as food, and occasionally 
is to be found in the markets of New Orleans 
and Mobile, but is seldom found in this local- 
ity. The flesh is coarse and much resembles 
beef, though retaining the fishy flavor. 
Scientists have never been able to discover 
tbe origin of the fish, but incline to the belief 
that it rises from some subterranean stream 
or lake and has increased and multiplied in 
the Manistee river, but, owing to its lock of 
sight, it has not been able to make its way 
into other bodies of water, whero it might 
be propagated.—Chicago Journal.
